A controversial plan to build a 43-unit apartment building on 
Highvicw, the access road to W.C. Petty and Antioch Upper Grade schools, 
has been sent back to the zoning board. The zoning board denied District 
34's request for rczoning after a public hearing on June 8. 

The current property owner is District 34, Antioch Community 
Consolidated School District The district hopes to sell the property to a 
developer to put up apartments. However, zoning must be changed from 
R-l residential to R-5 multi-family, before anything can be done. 

At least 1 8 residents had turned out for the public hearing opposing the 
rczoning. Neighbors cited traffic problems, flooding and drainage con- 
cerns, and even noise problems as a reason to deny District 34's petition. 
Highvicw, which is off Tiffany Road, dead-ends at W.C Petty School. 
However, multi-family dwellings abound in the area. 

In an effort to convince village boardmembers, a petition was signed by 
50 residents. While the petition was not drafted by an attorney, the Antioch 
Village Board accepted its legality. 

"We are accepting the petition on its face," Mayor Marilyn Shincflug 
told the audience of mostly upset residents. 

The petition would have triggered the rule which would require a two- 
thirds majority to overturn the planning and zoning boards rejection. 
However, by sending the issue back to the zoning board for reconsidera- 
tion, the board is hoping approval by that governmental body will avoid the 

rule. 

An important consideration in returning the issue to die zoning board 
was a letter written by District 34, elaborating on several important legal 
Issues why the Antioch Village Board should overturn the zoning board's 
recommendation. Issues including the village's comprehensive plan, the 
surrounding zoning, and the recommendation of approval by the Antioch 
Village Planner Robert Silhan, were cited in the letter. 

"The way I see it," Village Attorney Ken Clark said, "diere are some real 
problems denying the petition. This area is almost entirely surrounded by 
multiple family dwellings. Our own expert approved tliis plan." 

The bottom line seems to be the village is concerned School District 34 
would institute legal action if the plan is ultimately rejected. "That would 
be two public bodies suing each other," summed up Clark.

Dr. Michael Radakovich attended his last 
Antioch Community High School board meeting 

last week as principal of the 
school. While he is happy to 
have been selected as super- 
intendent of a school In 
Minooka, 111., he also feels 
some sadness in leaving 
ACHS. 

"I am leaving Antioch 
Community High School with 
mixed feelings," said 
Radakovich. "Yes, I am excit- 
ed about my new endeavors 
Radakovich as Superintendent of 

Minooka, but I know I will miss Antioch Community 
High School dearly." 

Radakovich pointed specifically to the financial 
difficulties Antioch, as well as many other Illinois 
schools, have battled with since the tax cap. 
"Despite financial difficulties we've been able to 
make a difference for our students," said 
Radakovich. "I am excited for the future of Antioch 
High School." 

In an effort to summarize the four years he spent 
at ACHS, Radakovich presented a very comprehen- 
sive report to the board. The report, which began in 
1991, was completed in three phases: the current 
'status of ACHS, the status of other schools, and 



where ACHS wants to be in 1996 and thereafter. 

Initially, Radakovich and a number of staff com- 
mittees got a sense of the current status of the 
school in 1991. "We identified where we were," 
explained Radakovich. The team then literally got 
on buses and visited eight other highly rated high 
schools in the Chicagoland metropolitan area. 

Based on the information gathered, the group 
then presented recommendations to the ACHS 
school board in May of 1992. The final report card 
indicates what recommendations have been 
achieved as well as areas needing more work. 

A surprising number of objectives were met by 
ACHS. Nevertheless, Radakovich pointed out a few 
areas still needing work. 

"I wanted to let you know there are a few tilings we 
need to work on," he told the board. "We need to 
expand our clubs. We don't have enough - to get more 
kids off the streets. We need to continue to work to get 
more people to come to the high school." 

Other areas he targeted for more work included 
curriculum integration, revision of the entire stu- 
dent government, creating a stronger Class pro- 
gram, creating a writing lab, have students report at 
school board meetings, and a new phone system. 

Radakovich attributed the success of the past 
four years to a cooperative effort from teachers, 
administrators, the community, the school board, 
and the students. "This would not have been possi- 
ble without the help and cooperation of everyone," 
said Radakovich.

The Antioch Community 
High School board spent some 
time last week discussing the 
finer points of the new police 
department liaison. The officer, 
who will have a satellite office at 
the school next year, is part of the 
COPS Fast program, which 
encourages community policing. 

One of the more important 
issues the board dealt with was 
whether or not the officer will 
carry a visible weapon. In addi- 
tion, the board needed to decide 
if the officer should wear a police 
uniform at all times. 

"Our recommendation, is 
that the officer does not wear a

Principal' Mike Radakovich, He 
said plain clothes would appear 
less threatening to students. 

Board Member Phil Delany 
had some questions about this. "I 
do have concerns about the mes- 
sage we are sending," Delany said. 

Specifically, Delany was con- 
cerned a plain clothed officer 
may send a message to students 
school administrators and offi- 
cials arc attempting to conceal 
the fact an officer is on the 
premises. Delany worried the 
students would interpret this to 
mean there is an atmosphere of 



secrecy at the schooL 

"The kids will know who he 
is," answered Radakovich. He 
went on to suggest the officer 
wear his uniform for the first few 
weeks to reinforce this. 

Radakovich polled other area" 
schools regarding uniforms and 
weapons. He told the board other 
schools in the area allow the offi- 
cer to wear concealed weapons 
and not wear uniforms. "It is just 
a philosophy other schools fol- 
low," Radakovich said. 

The board members 
approved Radakovich's recom- 
mendations, although they sug- 
gested the officer wear a uniform 
during DARE presentations and 
other official functions. 



Abused dog better with good care

A Doberman Pinscher puppy is doing well just 
three weeks after being taken from its Grayslake 
owner, who has been charged with aggravated ani- 
mal cruelty. 

"The dog is doing better. It's up and running 
around. It's a real nice dog, too," said Lake County 
Animal Control Chief Leonard Hack!. 

When the puppy was received by Animal Control 
roughly three weeks ago, it weighed 13 pounds and 
had a visible rib cage under its stretched skin. Now, it 
weighs 30 pounds and is continuing to weight gain. 

The dog's owner, Charles M. Thornton, 26. of 
Country Faire Apartments in Grayslake, has been 
through his arraignment and awaits a status of 
attorney hearing June 30 at 9 a.m. in room C405 of 
the County Building In Waukegan. According to 
prosecutor Chris Kennedy of the Lake County 
State's Attorney's office, Thornton faces up to six 
months in prison and a $1,000 fine if convicted of 
the Class A misdemeanor. 

The dog's squalid conditions were first discov- 
ered by Grayslake Police officer David Sprague after 



he responded to a complaint of a dog barking inces- 
santly in the apartment complex near the intersec- 
tion of Routes 120 and 45. After gaining entry to the 
apartment, Sprague found the dog in a small cage in 
a closed room. The cage was so small the dog could 
not stand fully erect It was standing in an inch of 
liquefied feces and urine, which had started to decay 
it paws. 

The dog was removed for emergency treatment, 
then turned over to Animal Control. Because its 
tendons and muscles were too weak to support the 
puppy's weight, a cast was temporarily placed on 
each leg. 

Hackl estimated the puppy to be approximate- 
ly four months old. He said Thornton has acted on 
his desire to get his dog back. 

"The only problem was, he came on a bicycle. I 
think he intended on walking the dog back home," 
Hackl said. 

Now, Hackl said he is awaiting a judge's decision 
before he releases the dog to Thornton's custody, 
which could happen during the June 30 court date.

The Antioch Public Library's 
two summer reading programs 
arc filled to capacity this year. 
With approximately 500 young 
people enrolled, organizers arc 
finding ways to insure everyone 
has an opportunity to partici- 
pate. 

"Sign up ended on Monday," 
said Children's Librarian Joan 
Padbury. "I ran out of book 
bags." 

Still, the library was allowing 
children to enroll as late as 
Thursday. At this point, all the 
programs are completely filled. 
Last year's turn out was 380 par- 
ticipants. 

There are two separate pro- 
grams for children, both encour- 
aging the enjoyment of reading. 
The Read To Me program is for 
ages 3 to reading age. In this pro- 
gram, parents agree to read five 



books a week to their youngsters, 
for a total of 30 by the end of the 
program. 

"Each week when the (par- 
ents) come In to get their books, 
we stamp their cards," said 
Padbury. In this way, a record of 
the number of books read is kept 
and allows the child to be eligible 
for prizes. 

School age readers partici- 
pate in the Reading Club. In this 
program, the young people make 
a contract with Padbury regard- 
ing how many books they will 
read in a week. Again, as the 
youngsters reach their goal, they 
become eligible for prizes. 

But, reading is only a part of 
the program. Weekly Disney 
movies, games, "campfire" story 
time, art programs, book reports, 
hobby happenings, teddy-bear 
picnics, and so much more make, 
the programs attractive to both 
children and their parents. 



Participation in the extra activi- 
ties arc limited to those in the 
program, and some of the extras 
also have a 50 youngster limit. 
Sign up sheets for the activities 
are in the library. 

Prizes donated by local mer- 
chants help encourage kids to 
keep on reading. The first game 
will be to name the teddy bear 
donated by Ben Franklin. The 
bear, which can be found in the 
library display case, is dressed in 
the unofficial summer reading 
camp uniform. As matter of fact, 
Padbury believes visiting schools 
wearing the camp uniform, 
helped generate the overwhelm- 
ing interest in the programs.

Pete Jakstas and his son Pete 
Jr. knew they had to attend a pri- 
vate U.S. Coast Guard training 
captains boat course if they want- 
ed to tow boats on the Chain O' 
Lakes like they'd been doing for 
the past 42 years. 

Several months ago, Jakstas 
was approached by the Coast 
Guard who notified him that they 
had received a complaint from 
someone who called the Guard's 
Burr Ridge office and told them 
the Mineola Marina owner didn't 
have a captain's license. Coast 
Guard officials told Jakstas he 
had to cease towing boats imme- 
diately. "I was out of business for 
about three months," said Jakstas 
about his towing service. 

Jakstas asked if there was any 
grandfather clause which says that 
he could continue since he'd been 
doing it for nearly four and one- 
half decades. The Coast Guard 
told him either he could defend 
himself at their headquarters in 
Cleveland, Ohio, or he could go to 
school, take an exam and hope to 
get his captain's license. 
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"brutal." And the class wasn't 
cheap either. The cost for the 
course and physical exam 
totaled around $1,000. 

The entire ordeal was time 
consuming. Jakstas explained 
before they could even start 
school, they had to apply with the 
U.S. Coast Guard for clearance. 
Then they applied and hoped for 
an opening at the school. After 
that, they had to take drug tests 
and had to have physicals.

A township assessor and a commercial 
real estate professional believe Lake County 
got a bargain on the $3.1, million deal to pur- 
chase a former medical facility and transform 
it into a 48-bcd juvenile justice center* 

County Board Chairman Robert Depke 
spearheaded the negotiations to purchase the 
16-acrc Lutheran General Recovery Center in 
VcmonTownship. In addition to the juvenile jus- 
tice center, the facility will also house beds for 



women enrolled in the Women's Residential 
Services program, which assists mothers who 
have chemical dependency problems, 

Depke orchestrated .' the deal with 
Lutheran General over a period of several 
months. The original asking price for the 
property and building was more than $4 mil- 
lion, but Depke secured the deal for $3.1 mil- 
lion. The County will also spend approxi- 
mately $3 million more in renovations and 
building expansions for the detention center. 

Vernon Township Assessor Gary Raupp 



had assessed the facility before it applied for 
tax-exempt status in 1989! 

Raupp said the assessed valuation of the 
property and building was $840,270 in 19811 
winch would have given it an approximate 
market value of $2.5 million at the time. 

"It's a nice area because of the forest pre- 
serve," Raupp said. "They've done a few 
things and some remodeling since then. Right 
now, it's off the tax rolls. We don't assess it 
anymore."

.When the facility was on the tax rolls, Uaupp said it paid 
$47,979 in taxes in 1908, $45,889 in 1987, $44,419 In 1986 and 
$42,402 in 1985. Raupp said approximately 65 to 70 percent of 
those taxes went directly to the local grade school and high school 

districts. 

Stevenson High School Superintendent Richard DuFour said 
the high school will fulfill its obligations to educate students gen- 
crated by the center, but he noted that juvenile offenders will not 
be attending Stevenson High School. 

"Juvenile offenders will be taught at the center, not here," 
DuFour said! "We will hire instructors who will teach at the facili- 
ty." 

DuFour also said he will press the county in guaranteeing the 
high school district will be reimbursed 100 percent for educating 
the additional students.

remain in Illinois 



"The Bridges of Madison 
County" could be , filmed in 
Illinois if they'd change the title 
to "The Bridges . of Shelby, 
Sangamon, Henderson, 

Randolph and Bureau Counties," 

There arc five historic covered 
bridges remaining in Illinois. All 
are significant enough to be listed 
on the National Register of 
Historic.Places.and all were built 
to carry horse-drawn wagon traf- 
fic over this state's rivers and 
streams. Two other covered 
bridges in Illinois were destroyed 
by arson— the Washington St. 
Bridge in Sangamon County in 
December 1977 and the Wolf 
Covered Bridge in Knox County 
in August 1994. 



There were more than 200 
covered bridges in Illinois during 
the 1800s, and between 1830 and 
1880 such wooden .trussed struc- 
tures were preferred for bridges 
in this state. Covered bridges 
offered several advantages, over 
other methods of construction, 
the most important being that 
the roof and siding' protected the 
bridge's wooden support system 
from the elements, much as the 
roof and siding on a house pro- 
tects its contents-. Covered 
bridges sheltered many a traveler 
from sudden storms. In addition, 
cattle often could not be driven 
across open bridges, but they- 
readily crossed covered bridges; 
early settlers claimed the covered 



bridges reminded cattle of the 
barns In which they normally 
found food and shelter. 

. The Thompson Mill Covered 
Bridge crosses . the Kaskaskia 
River one-half mile north of 
Cowdcn and 2.5 miles east of 111. 
Rte. 128 in Shelby County. The 
bridge was built in 1867 a short 
distance from Ullie's Mill on a 
major highway from. Springfield 
through Taylorville to Effingham. 
The bridge may have .been 
named for a previous bridge at or 
near the site beside which stood a 
mill owned by John Thompson, 
who claimed the surrounding 
land In 1839. It has also been 
called the Dry Point Bridge for the 
township in which it is located. 



Shelby . County appropriated 
'$2,000 for the bridge and later 
added $500 for roofing and sid- 
ingi It has an overall length of 160 
feet with a covered span of 103 
feet The original timbers are still 
intact, and the roof and the roof 
and siding have beenrestored. 

Sugar Creek Covered Bridge 
crosses Sugar Creek about three- 
quarters of a mile west of 1-55 and . 
three miles south of. the Lake 
Springfield Bridge in Sangamon 
County. It was built around 1880 
by Thomas Black, and has a 60- 
foot clear span. Sugar Creek 
Covered Bridge was restored in 
1965 following passage of a state 
law requiring covered bridge 
maintenance. Further work Is 



being done now with funds from 
the' Intermqdal . -Surface 
Transportation Enhancement Act 
(ISTEA) grant program 

The Oquawka Wagon -Bridge 
crosses Henderson Creek' about 
2.5 miles south of Oquawka. It 
was built by Jacob All aman at the 
site of a previous structure 
known as the Eames Bridge on 
land claimed by one of 
Henderson County's first settlers, 
James Ryaspn. AUaman built 
barns and bridges in 
Pennsylvania before he moved in 
1858 to a home four miles cast of 
Oquawka, and he likely built 
other bridges in the area. In ser-

Wagon Bridge was given to the 
State of Illinois in 1935 when the 
road was relocated and a new 
bridge buUt 300 feet downstream. 
The bridge is 104 feet long, and all 
structural members were made of 
hand hewn native black walnut. 
The bridge was restored in 1982 
following a flood, and the restora- 
tion work won a Historic, 
Preservation and Cultural 
Enhancement Award from, the 
U.S. Dept. of Transportation. 

Mary's River Covered Bridge 
crosses the Little Mary's River 
about four miles north of Chester 
and along the southeast side of 
ill. Rte. 150. The bridge was built 
in 1854 of hand-hewn white oak 
timber and was in constant use 
through 1930. Construction was 
financed through proceeds of a 
toll road between Chester and 
Bremen known as the Randolph 
County Plank Rd. ( which the 
bridge carried over the- Little 
Mary's River. A vital link in the 
•road, the bridge aided the pas- 
sage of farm products from the 
.area to the busy river port of 
Chester. The structure is 86 feet 
1 long and rests on its original 
stone abutments.

restored in 1954. .

Violence seems to be a topic 
on everyone's mind— violence 
in the workplace, domestic vio- 
lence, violence against children.

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Gardening suggestions for lawns in shade areas 



Thin, weak, poor-looking grass 
seems to be a common complaint from 
Lake County homeowners when lawns 
exist under the shade of trees. 
Maintaining^ a quality stand of grass 
under the shade of frees Is difficult and 
In some situations nearly Impossible. 

Lawns In the shade of trees com- 
pete with the trees for sunlight, water, 
and nutrients. Usually the tree wins but 
following are some ways to help the 
lawn. Start by choosing a shade toler- 



ant grass mixture. Red fescue or other 
fine fescues are the primary lawn 
species In these mixtures. Next, prune 
vegetation to allow the maximum 
amount of light to reach the soil sur- 
face. 

Once established, care of a lawn In 
a shady area Is different than grasses 
grown In the full sun. Mow as high as 
possible, and fertilize less In the shade, 
as too much nitrogen can be detrimen- 
tal to shade lawn species. About one to 



two pounds of actual nitrogen per 
1,000 square feet per season Is all that Is 
needed. When watering shade lawns, 
do so as Infrequently as possible, and 
water deeply. 

If these practices have been fol- 
lowed but the lawn still falls, there prob- 
ably Is not enough tight, even for a 
shade tolerant species. Often home- 
owners will seed the proper quality 
shade lawn mix. It comes up fine, but 
then declines rapidly due to a tack of. 



sufficient light. 

If lawn grasses have failed, the next 
step Is .to try a shade tolerant ground- 
cover, such as ajuga, pachysandra. eu- 
onymus, and periwinkle, among others. 
If It's too dark for these, then the next 
step Is to apply a mulch, such as 
chipped or shredded bartc possibly. In 
combination with. ferns or woodland 
flowers. Lawn grasses In the shade wVt 
cannot toleratelots of backyard events,

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Anytime garden project: A cut flower border 



For many people, the Idea of a tra- 
ditional flower garden conjures up Im- 
ages of English estates, complete with 
full-time gardeners.

Abbott seeks market approval 
for use of antibiotic for AIDS 

Abbott Laboratories has submitted a Supplemental New Drug 
Application to the U.S. Food and Drug Administration (FDA), seeking 
marketing approval for the use of clarithromycin (Biaxin®) for the pre- 
vention of disseminated Mycobacierium avium complex (MAC) dis- 
ease in patients with advanced HIV infection. MAC, the most common 
systemic bacterial infection in patients with advanced AIDS, has been 
detected in more than 50 percent of AIDS patients at autopsy. 

"Patients with advanced AIDS who arc severely immunocompro- 
mised arc at high risk for the onset of opportunistic Infections, includ- 
ing disseminated MAC," said J. Car Craft, M.D., Venture Head, 
Macrolidc Venture, pharmaceutical products division, Abbott 
Laboratories. "Our best hope for these patients is to treat them pro- 
phylacticaUy in an effort to reduce their infections and possibly extend 
their lives." 

Clinical trial results suggest that clarithromycin may be effective in 
preventing the onset of disseminated MAC. In a two-year study con- 
ducted at 66 sites in the U.S. and Europe, 682 patients with advanced 
AIDS (defined as fewer than 100 CD4 cells/mm), received cither 500 mg 
clarithromycin or a placebo twice daily. Among the 667 patients 
included in the lntcnt-to-treat population, the incidence of dissemi- 
nated MAC was reduced 69 percent by using the antibiotic Mortality 
from all causes over the two-year period was reduced by 28 percent 
among patients receiving clarithromycin compared with those receiv- 
ing a placebo.

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Alzheimer's patients to take 
part in ADENA study program 



Physicians at Northwestern 
Univ. Medical School have 
announced that they are participa- 
tion gin the largest ever global clin- 
ical research trials program con- 
ducted for a new experimental drug 
to treat the symptoms of 
Alzheimer's disease. Approximately 
40 patients with probably mild to 
moderate Alzheimer's disease will 
take part in the ADENA 
(Alzheimer's Dementia with SDZ 
ENA 713) research program at 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital 

Alzheimer's disease is a pro- 
gressive and ultimately fatal 
degenerative disease of the brain. 
It is estimated that four million 
Americans suffer from 

Alzheimer's, translating into one 
person in 20 over the age of 65, and 
one in five people over the age of 
fiO. Few drugs arc available to treat 
the symptoms of Alzheimer's dis- 
ease. 

The purpose of the ADENA 
research program is to test the 
effectiveness and tolcrability of 
different doses of the experimental 
drug compared to placebo. To be 
eligible for the ADENA research 
study patients must be: 

•At least 50 years of age; 

•diagnosed as having probably 
Alzheimer's disease; 

•in stable health; and 

•have a responsible caregiver.

Alzheimer's disease is especial- 
ly difficult for drug development 
since there is no easy way to mea- 
sure the effect of treatment on the 
symptoms of the disease. An effec- 
tive medicine for Alzheimer's 
should produce an improvement 
in the patient's cognitive ability, 
behavioral function and activities 
of daily living. Cognitive ability 
refers to mental function such as 
memory, reasoning and orienta- 
tion to time and space, and behav- 
ioral function refers to personality, 
mood and social graces. The nor- 
mal activities of daily living 
include everyday tasks such as 
shopping, driving, bathing and 
feeding oneself. 

In additional to the other estab- 
lished scales, ADENA investigators 
will use the Clinicians Interview 
Based Impression of Change 
(CIBIQ-Plus, using a semi-struc- 
tured interview to assess the global 
changes in the patient's status. The 
ClBIC-PJus interview guide allows 
the clinician to evaluate the patien- 
t's cognitive impairment and 
behavioral function, plus it incor- 
porates the caregiver's insight into 
the parienfs behavior and daily life 
activities. Thus, in the ADENA 
research program, caregivers will 
play an important role in the clini- 
cal evaluation of patients.
